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Tonight's Game 

Revenge, Win Streak, Parents Provide Tiger Motives 


Fort Hays State's Fighting Tigers have plenty 
of incentive for a victory in tonight's clash with 
powerful Western State of Gunnison, Colo. 

The greatest motive, perhaps, is revenge. 
Last September, in the first game ever played 
between the schools. Western humiliated the Ti- 
gers, 42-0, at Gunnison. Fourteen players on 
tonight's Tiger squad were in suit at Gunnison 
for that game, and they haven't forgotten the 
shellacking. 

Another incentive is the bright hope of a win- 
ning season. The Black and Gold is well on the 
way — with two victories in two games played 
thus far. 

Still another prod for the Bengals is the ap- 
pearance of more than 1,000 parents of FHS stu- 
dents, on campus for Parents' Day. This game 
highlights the annual occasion. 

So the Tigers shoot for their third straight vtc- 
tory—they would become the first FHS squad 
since 1948 to win their first three in a row— after 
triumphs over Kearney, Neb., State, 35-14, and 
Southwestern Oklahoma, 27-19. Both previous 
opponents also dumped the Tigers last year. 

Western State, featuring a squad with players 
from more than a dozen states, coast to coast, 
got by New Mexico Highlands, 13-7, in Its open- 
er last Saturday. The score was close, but West- 
ern piled up 369 yards total offense to only 125 
for perennially strong Highlands. 

Coach Kay Dalton has a 17-10 record in three 
seasons at Western State, including last year's 
sharp 8-1 slate. The Mountaineers were Rocky 
Mountain Conference champs last fall and are 
favored to pull that title out again. 

The top Mountaineers to watch include half- 
back Clyde Wilson, a speedy all-conference selec- 
tion who scored twice against FHS last fall; end 
Tom Popadak, another all-conference choice; 
tackle Garth Yorton, co-captain; quarterback Jim 
Novak, co-captain; fullback Jim Mahar; guard 
Ernie Pelaia; and halfback Mac Singleton. 

The 16 returning WSC lettermen have been 
bolstered by a flock of transfers, including start- 
ers Jack Myers, defensive tackle; Herb Waldrop, 
center; Larry Smith, linebacker; and Gerald Gilder, 
defensive guard. 

Coach Wayne McConnell will again offer basic- 
ally the same Tiger lineups that were successful 
the past two weeks. One change has Wichita 
sophomore Bill Chase moving in at defensive 
tackle. The Bengals will be out to prove for the 
third straight week that they are a much-improved 
team this season. 


Next Week 

Next week the Tigers take the weekend 
off— the first open date In recent years at 
FHS. It was caused by a scheduling prob- 
lem that moved the Kearney game up to 
Sept. 12. The following week, Oct. 10, 
the Bengals face a new foe— Centra! Mis- 
souri State— at Warrensburg, Mo. It will 
be Central State's Homecoming, giving the 
Mules plenty of incentive. The 2 p.nru 
contest will be broadcast by KAYS radio.

Busch was a standout quarterback at FHS 
during the seasons of 1917, 1919, 1920 and 
1921 and was an all-state college choice during 
the first and last of those seasons.
